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REPORT OF TELEPHONE MANAGER 


There have been several changes in the telephone business 
the past year. A contract has been made with the New England 
Telephone Co. to turn over our pole line to Hast Swanzey, 
including, the copper toll circuit, to that company who will 
own and maintain it, and in return they have given us the 
right to attach our wires now on this line to their poles without 
cost. This relieves us from the expense of maintaining this 
line also of keeping the toll line in good order. 


We have also built over two of our local lines with new 
wire which has helped the service on these lines very much. 


Under the present contract with the New England Tele- 
phone Co. the cost of handling our toll business has been in- 
creased so that the return to us from this source is about fifty 
percent less than formerly. To cover this loss and to pay ad- 
ditional expense for central operation the directors have de- 
cided to raise the monthly rental, the amount of which will be 
given out later. The directors feel that the line should pay its 
own way at least and are working with that end in view. 


We have secured the services of Mr. Arthur Stinson as 
manager and trust the subscribers will co-operate with him 
in giving good service.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Sehool Board and Citizens of Riehmond: 


I have the privilege to submit, herewith, my fifth annual 
report: 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: Most of the pro- 
jects mentioned last year have been completed. The painting 
of all the buildings, inside and out has been completed. New 
furniture has been installed at North Richmond and at the 
Four Corners School. The North Riehmond building has been 
shored up and a beautiful hard wood floor laid. 

There still remains but one major project to complete, the 
plan adopted three years ago to put the buildings in approved 
eondition and that is at the Four Corners School. This building 
should be shored up and a new floor laid. The Board plans to 
do this in the near future and feel very sure that this will be 
done this spring or summer. ; 

HEALTH: Last year I made this statement: ‘‘The suc- 
eess of your children in school and after they leave school 
depends in large degree upon their health. Many physieal de- 
fects are easily remedied and | urge upon parents to consider 
the cards sent to them by Dr. Emerson and make an effort to 
have teeth, adenoids and tonsils looked afiter as soon as poss- 
ible.’ It has gone practically unheeded by most of the parents. 
So I am constrained to repeat what I said a year ago but all 
I ean do is to urge you again to follow up these defects men- 
tioned on the ecard sent you by the School Physician. 

TEACHERS AND PUPILS: Due to an almost complete 
shift in the school population it seemed best to the School 
Board to close the Prescott school until such time as there 


08 


were children enough to warrant the maintainance of the 
school. So this school did not open on Jan. 6, as did the others 
and the two children left in the District were conveyed to 
Winchester to enable them to attend an approved Junior High 
School. Only one change was made in the teaching staff. 
Matrimony claimed Miss Rachel Smith who had done efficient 
work at the Four Corners for 2 years. Her place was filled by 
the appointment of Miss Edith Littlefield of Portsmouth, N. HL, 
a graduate of Keene Normal School, 1929. I feel that a uni- 
formly high standard of work has been maintained by the pu- 
pils for the year. 

In conclusion I desire, again, to express my very grateful 
appreciation to the school board, teachers, pupils and citizens 
of Richmond for another year of harmonious support and cor- 
dial co-operation in the work of educating the youth of the 
town.
